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‘FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
WOULD ENLARGE ITS SCOPE 


Asks for Legislation for Jurisdiction 
Over All Partnerships in Inter- 
state Commerce, 

Ry the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Legisla- 
tion to extend the powers of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission so as to bring 
all individuals and partnerships op- 
erating in interstate commerce with- 
in its supervision is recommended 
in the commission's annual report, 
made public today, outlining activi- 


‘ties for the year ended June 30. 


The commission also again urges 


enactment of legislation previously | 


submitted to Congress, designed to 
prevent the practice of commercial 
bribery. 

During the year, the commission 
says, its work was chiefly devoted to 
nesisting other departments and spe- 
cial war agencies of the Government 
in matters concerned with the prose- 
cution of the war. The report re- 
views many special activities and 
cost investigations prosecuted, an in- 
quiry into control of enemy corpora- 
tions, through which assistance was 
rendered to the Alien Property Cus- 
todian and the intelligence sections 
of the army and navy. y 

Investigations into the cost of pro- 
duction and control of foodstuffs 
which had previously been begun 
were continued, and one of these cul- 
reinated in reports on meat packing 
companies made public in a report 

the President. Several other food 
investigations still are under way. 

American manufacturers and ex- 
porters, taking advantage of the 
Webb bill, filed with the commission 
36 statements of combination for 
purposes cf export trade. Arrange- 
ments are belng made to oversee 
the activities of these combinations, 
the report states, saying in this re- 
gard: 

“The world-wide dislocation of 
trade and. industry incident to th: 
war {s creating new conditions which 
may vitally affect American business 
in the future. The commission is 
closely following /new developments 
in international trade, as thev arise, 
with a view to ascertaining the bear.

PROF, DELBRUCK ADMITS 


HOPE DECEIVED GERMANS 


Historian, Reviewing Blunders in 
War, Says He Underestimated 
Loss of Internal Strength. 
Copyright, 1918. by Press Publishing Co. 
(New York World.) 

LONDON, Dec. 13.—Germany's 


blunders in the conduct of the war 
are candidly reviewed by Prof. Hans 
Delbruck, the eminent historian, in 
an article in the Preussiche Jahr- 
hbuecher, which has just been {ssued. 
“What with the mistakes we 


made,’ he says, “and bad as things. 


were a few months ago, I could not 
ebandon hope that our front would 
hold and would wring from our ene- 
mies an armistice that would cover 
our frontiers. Our hope has deceived 
us, our pride is broken. I greatly 
underestimated the internal dissolu- 
lution of our strength and the shat- 
tering of our once firm political 


i structure. In truth, I never foresaw 


such a result, even in the dark hours 
of gloomy apprehension which I ex- 
perienced.” 

Prof. Delbruck was permitted !n 
his writings to mention the British 
and American statistics of new ship 
construction only by writing that 
they could not possibly be true 
When he wished to report the facts 
concerning the transport of Amer'!l- 
can troops to France last June, he 
was positively forbidden to cite 
figures, on the ground that. in the 
opinion of the German high com- 
mand, “Secretary Baker's report was 
nothing but American bluff, intend- 
ed to deceive the Germans.” 

‘He regards the future with sad 
foreboding. All Germans must hope 
against hope, he says, that this is 
for Germany the plowing time and 
the harvest will vet come.

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THE SPARTACUSSES. 


HE Spartacides or Spartacusses— 
Tes like cusses better because they 
seem to be the same people who 
made a sort of political junkshop of 
Russia—get their name from Sparta- 
cus, whom we met in that old favorite, 
“Spartacus to the Gladiators.’’* The 
Spartacusses seem to have given his 
name to their party because he repre- 
sented to them about all that anybody 
could do in the way of sticking out 
against authority. Spartacus did that. 
Escaping from a school where he was 
being trained as a gladiator, he had for 
several years a career very much like 
that of Pancho Villa. It did not much 
matter to Spartacus who ruled _ in 
Rome, for he fought them all. Every 
long-haired man along the Mediter- 
ranean joined him in his fastnesses 
upon the slopes of Mt. Vesuvius, and 
there were times when the best gen- 
erals of the empire had all they could 
do to hold him for downs. He called 
upon all the slaves, gladiators, social- 
ists, Bolshevists, workmen, sailors and 
other oppressed classes to join him, 
and his uprising was probably a sin- 
cere attempt to make the Roman em- 
pire safe for democracy. Some preju- 
dice has attached to his reputation be- 
cause the Roman historians empha- 
sized the lawlessness of his bands, 
which sometimes got out of hand. 
However, Spartacus was a democrat, 
an able and hard-hitting leader, and 
he was no barbarian. It took Crassus 
and Pompey together finally to put 
him out of action, and he fell in bat- 
tle with men who had never trained 
as gladiators piled around him three 
deep. The extreme Socialists in Ger- 
many, whose leader is Dr. Liebknecht, 
find in- his career an inspiration—as 
anybody would who has something of 
a cause and not much of a chance. 
He might as well have been the in- 
spiration of Russia, for he was an all- 
the-way fellow and when he sat down 
in a political game the limit was the 
Italian sky. . Neither Lenine nor 
Trotsky has the quality of Spartacus. 
Liebknecht hasn't it. All those people 
have is the same hair—not the same 
head. Spartacus would likely protest 
against the use of his name by the 
Spartacusses. He was probably mils- 
understood—about the surest way 
there is of becoming famous.
